From the Bruffels Gazette, dated Aug. 7. 
Naples, July 10. 

ARDINAL Grimani applies him- 
felf wholly to eftablifh on a good Foot 
the Affairs of this Kingdom, and particu- 
larly the Chamber of the Treafury with- 
out laying new Taxes on the People: 

To this End he often affifts in the Councils of the 
Minifters, and caufes their Refolutions to be {peedi- 
ly executed. He has caus’d the publick Granaries 
to be vificed, and a great Quantity of damag’d 
Corn to be caft into the Sea, for preventing Diftem- 
pers, The Price of Corn is much diminiih’d ; there 
being plenty of ic here at prefent. His Eminency 
bas refus'd the Prefenis offer'd to him; has refolv’d 
to caufe a Squadron of Galleys to be built; and 
Privateers to be fitted out ; and fent Order to the 
Prefidents of the Provinces to take a Review of 
the Militia of rbe Country, which amount to 30000 
Foot and 6000Horfe: Good part of thofe Militia is to 
march towards the Abruzzo and the other Frontiers 
of the Kingdom, whither fome German Troops are 
alfo 1o march. The Expedition againft Sicily is 
pat off toa further Time, whereupn the fending 
of more Troops to Calabria is iufpended; thote 
which aic about Reggio are to remain there to {e- 
cure the Coafts of Calabria againft the Defeen:s of 
the Corfsirs of Barbary and of the Privateers of 
Sicil). The Chevalier Pallavicini return’d hither 
Yefterdey with his Frigats and Tartans, which 
tranfported fome Troops to Orbirello. 

From the Antwerp Couran:,dated Aug. 7. 

Neples, July 10. Cardinal Grimani fhews him- 
felf very diligent to confult the good of the King- 
dom. His Eminency affifts daily in the Conferences 
of the collateral Council, and by Edics has ftri@ly 
forbidden the Exportation of Corn; with which 
this City is at prefent fo well fupplied by Tartans 
from Calabria, that ’tis much fallen in Price. Ye- 
ferday.a Proclamation was publifh’d in the Name 
© the Viceroy, promifing Pardon to all the 
Spanith Soldiers who have deferted the King’s Ser- 
Vice ; provided they return to their Colours within 
6 Weeks. The Minifters of Englsnd and Holland 
here are laying in Stores of Provifions for the Squa- 
dton which is expected from the Confederate Fleet 
the beginning of next Month, to aflift in the Ex- 
Pedition agaisft Sicily ; tho’ fome are of Opinion 
an Enterpize againft Sardinia will firft be put in Exe- 
Cution. 

Turin, July 17. To Day our Duke fer out from 
hence with a very Biagnificent Equipage, for the 
Army; which is to begin its merch to Morrow 
through into France. The French Forces in 
thofe Parts coafift of 80 wesk Battallions; but 30 
of them being pur into their Frontier Places, and

Grenoble, July 24. The Duke of Savoy has al-

to them over tke Mountains, wili {oon reduce it 5 
which done, his Royal Highnefs’s Way lies open tu 
Chambery. The Marthal de Villars is drawing his 
Army together under the Fort of Barreaux, whee 
great Tnivenchmen:s are thrown up. 
From the Brul. Gaz. and Antw, Cour, dated Aug. 7. 
Pars, Augult 3. We are inform’d by Letters from 
Grenoble of the 23rb of laft Month, thar rhe Mar- 
fhal de Villars had pofted 50 Battalions in the In- 
trenchments uncer the Cannon of the Fort of Bar- 
reaux, there to make the laft Stand; that on Ad- 
vice the Duke of Savoy was within 4 Leagues of 
Cisaimbery, he went to fee whe:her that Place be in 
a Condicieon of Defence as M. de la Valliere had 
aifur'd bim ; defigning if he found it was not, to 
withdraw the Garrifon to ferve elfewhere ; thar ke 
would take 2 View of the Lake of Bourget and of 
Part of the Rhone, and then return to the Paffage 
cali'd des Croffes which may be defended by 2 Bat- 
tallions ; and chat if the Duke of Savoy fhould ad- 
vance to the Fore of Barreaux, he would throw 
himfelf into the Intrenchments to receive him, with 
de Medavi and de who had retir'd thi- 
ther from Modane and S:. Maurice: That his 
Ko yal Highnefs bent his March through the Mauri- 
€nne with 300co Men, and another Body of 7ooo 
through che Tarantaife, with a gieat Number of 
fiche Cannon, fuiall Mortars, and 4000 Mules 
loadea and tbat “was apprehended his Dcfign was 
to take fooing or suis Side of the Mountains, and 
fe:.d frroug Deiscuments into the lower Dauphine, 
into the Lioasois, and into Breffe, to fettle Contri- 
butions. ‘fhe Marthal de Catinat is at prefent ar 
Fontainebleau, and frequent!y in Conference with 
the King, They write from Court, that the Duke 
of Savuy is come on this Side of Chambery, and 
thac the King has difpatch’d Orders for reinforcing 
with all Expedition the Army of the Marfhal de 
Villars with 34 Squadrons, viz. 12 from the Army 
o: the EleGtor of Bavaria, 10 from Rouffillon, 6 
from Provence, and 6 from Languedoc. dhe Mar- 
quis de Requelaure an Officer 12 the Gendarmerie, 
is dead of the Wounds he receiv’d in tke Battle 
near Audenarde. M. de Gatines formerly Inten- 
dant de Marine at Dunkirk, died fome Days ago in 
the 61ft Year of bis Age. Prince Charles of Lor- 
raine Bifhop of Ofnabrug and Olmmiz, who con- 
duced the Qucen of Spain to Genva, is atriv’d at 
Luneville, whence he will retarn to Germany. 
There is little faid at Court of ovr Army in Flan- 
ders, only that if the Allies by taking any of our 
Frontier-Towns facilitate their advancing up into 
our Country, the Duke of Burgundy will make 
fome Motion to hinder them. Letters from Torto- 
fa of the 21ft paft, tell usthar our Troops have 
been oblig'd by the great Heats to leave the Field, 
to refreth themfelves 4 of 5 Weeks in the Plains of 
Urgel and Vicq. The Army of the Abies is en- 
camp’d ar Cambrils not far from Terragona, along 
the Sea-Coaft. 
From the Bruffels Gazette, dated Aug. 7.
